~ suls since the day's of Binenvs, men of all 
grades ‘in society, and of all shades of 
opinion; gentlemen, scholars, fools and 
mountebanks ; politicians, soldiers, sailors, 
poets and merchants; men of talent and’ 
education, and also men whose arrogant 
, ignorance and blatant stupidity were their 
most conspicuous virtues, Bisenes, it will 
be remembered,» was joint Consul ‘with 
Jviazvs Cxsak. in the days when Rone was 
mistress of the world; but so insijrnificant 
was his share of the responsibilities of office 
that the wits of the Eterna) City satirically 
‘styled it the consul-ship of Junius and 
Cxsan, and from that time (B.C. g9) the 
term Consul ’Bineces has always been ap- 
plied toa cipher in office, a person who 
Was Supposed to perform the duties, who 
. received the emoluments, but had the 
slightest possibly influence with his consti- 
tuents. Phayeus was also a celebrated 
Consul, and Mr, Jose pa Stnva Lovxemo is 
‘another, Consul Piaxces’ blossomed and 
faded a great many years ‘ayo: Consul 
General Loven is Nourishing: in Hong. 
kong as representative of the “Portuguese 
nation at the present time. Without 
desiring to be unduly complimentary, we 
must frankly acknowledge that Mr, Lov- 
keIRo is the most perfect specimen of a 
modern Bisties we have ever met, 

Mr. Lovxetgo is, we believe, the first 
paid consular officer Portugal has ever 
had in this Colony; the first, at all events, 
for many years past. Itis really difficult 
to understand on what grounds, remem- 
bering: that the duties of Consul have been 
efficiently performed here by honorary 
officers in days when Portuguese interests 
were of some little importance in Hong- 
kony, the appointment of .a highly paid 
and altogether unnece ssary official can be: 
justified, considering: that Portuguese in- 
terests are now almost mf Portugal has; 

, ¢omparatively speaking, no direct trade 
with Hongkong, and it therefore appears 
a strange anomaly that such a Poor country 
can afford to pay something lke three 
thousand dollars per annum for what is 
remarkably like a useless sinecure, Truly 
enough we have a numerous and influen- 
tlal Portuguese community in Hongkong ; 
but how many of them ‘recognise Consul 
General Edurerro? ‘The majority of our 
Portuguese ‘residents. are natives of this 
Colony, andipso facto British subjects, We 
‘Bre informed’ that. the number of Macao 
or Hongkong,born Portuguese registered 
at the Portuguese Consulate is strikingly 
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Insignificant, and there are no doubt ex 

cellent reasons why this should be the 

case. It is broadly stated that the Consul 
General has no influence whatever amongst 
his countrymen. The truth of this cannot 
be disputed; how far Mr. Jose pa Siuva 
Loureiro ig Personally responsible for 
such an unsatisfactory state of affairs is, 
perhaps, a: matter for conjecture, 

Under all circumstances, one would na- 

turally imagine that the best interests of 
the Consul yeneral would: prompt him 
strongly to keep on the best and most 
friendly terms with his constituents. ‘To 
what extent Mr. Lourrimo has done this, 
his recent reprehensible conduct at the 
Police Court plainly proves, It is openly 
stated in Portuguese circles in the Colony, 
that the Consul General's gross insults to 
his fellow Macaenses had their origin in 
questions of a personal nature; that in fact, 
Mr. Lovrzimo's :ill-timed  sneers were 
directed-at certain influential xentlemen in 
the community, and also as a retaliation 
against a number of young Partuguese, 
who had eschewed the useless formality of 
registering themselves as Portuguese sub-. 
jects in the books ofthe Consulate. How- 
ever; be that asit may, theConsul General's 
xToss outrage on ool taste, and on the 
traditions of his official Position could not 
he overlooked, and his countrymen, jusily 
offend at receiving: inst where they 
had a right to look for counsel and protee- 
tion, very properly, we think, inominiously 
expelled Mr, Lovrriro from the Clab 
Lusitano, ostracised him fromthe leading: 
centre of Portuguese “sorial life. As we 
stated the other, day, Mr. ‘Loerrio has 
taken certain steps to compel the Committee 
reinstate bin as a member ofthe Club 
Lusitano, Future events will show: the 
indiscretion of this step. He might just as 
easily shake Victoria Peak to its founda- 
tions as,foree a privaty institution, which 
has leyally expunged his name fram 
itsroll of members for conduct unbecoming 
a gentleman, to reinstate him in the full 
privileges of membership. Noright-minded 
person would triumph over another's mis- 
fortune. and therefore we cannot think that 
our Portuguese, friends are anxious for 
their Consul General to remain something 
Hike a social pariah in thelr midst. But 
there is only one way to remedy this, and 
the initiative nist come from the offender, 
Let Consul Lovrrtro withdraw all his 
bombastic “leyal threats, and in manly 
fashion apologise, for his crratic fishes of 
fancy, and we think he will find that-« the 
Portuguese | so-called who cannot speak 
their own languawe, Who areparrots, &c.,” 
have ‘Sufficient colightenment and mag. 
nanimity’ to teach him a lesson which 
Guy to last bim to the end of his life. 

Most people in Hongkong have ‘heard 
ofthe famous, or notorious, or infamous: 
(ytol homines, tet sententiw J pamphlet: pub- 
lished by MrvA. Bisvos, Jr, the well-known 
Macao advocate, attacking certdin re. 
sidents of Hongkony who took prominent 
‘parts in the Camoens Tercentenary, - It 
willbe remembered that to avoid legal 
proceedings Mr. Bastos. apologised to the 
gentlemen ‘he had so grossly:insulted, and, 
we are told, threw the blame of the pub. 
lication, to some considerable extent af 
least,.on Consul General Lovrrino, This 
may, or may not he ‘true, but it is un- 
doubtedly the fact that it is current rrossip 
in Portuguese circles in Hongkong, If it 
he true, itis not our place to pass judgment 
on an officer whose conception of what 
he owes to his, countrymen, and his own 
Dosition,, is so strange and unusual iif itbe 
false, we shall be most happy to give Mr, 
Lovurtro the Opportunity of publicly deny- 
ing the rumour, In any cascitis only fair 
to the Portucuese Consul thathe should be 
made acquainted with what js actually be- 
lieved by his countrymen, sothat he can 
set himself right, if he so ‘desires, It is 
broadly stated by those who ourht to know, 
that Me. Loursiro's uncalled-for remarks 
at the Police Court, anc his subsequent 
expulsion from the Club Lusitano in consq- 
cuence of the character of these remarks, 
may all be indirectly traced to the cele- 
brated pamphlet of Mr. Basaios, 

We have so far avoided Inixing up any 
personal feelings with the subject under 
discussion, contenting ourselyes with fairly 
commenting on a matter which possesses 
@ very great deal of interest’ for a 
humerous and: influential section of the 
community. In dealing with what -per- 
sonally concerns .our. own interests, 
We wish to avoid even the resem- 
blance of unfairness. We were present 
at the Police Court on the occasion of Mr. 
Lovusito’s extraordinary attack on the 
Portuguese community; and on the follow- 
ing day, July 12th, published an article in¢ 
this journal giving our. candid views of the 
Consul General's outrage on good taste. 
That article appears to have properly re- 
Presented the feelings of the maligned 
Portuguese residents; it was praised. on 
all hands, and has actually been translated 
and published in the language of Camoens, 
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in the Dury 
offence was aggravated, and not lessened, 
by the Consul General's feeble attempt to 
Play the sophist. We also published a 
number of letters from Portuguese gentle- 
men in the Colony, in which Mr. Lounuiro’s 
indiscretions were freely criticised; and a

Mr, Lovreino has attempted no defence 
of his conduct in the Hongkong press; but 
he sent a long letter written in choice Por- 
tuguese to his friend Mr. Bastos in Macao, 
and that gentleman in turn forwarded it to 
the Editor of O Afacacusc, who published 
it in the last issue of that journal. 
With the meritsof Mr. Lovretro’s explana- 
tion to Mr. Bastos we need not meddle at 
present; it will Le sufficient to deal with 
two short ‘paragraphs which we construe 
into a false and slanderous attack on our- 
selves, “Ttis to be remarked’ observes 
Mr, Lourrino, “that the tivo serious papers 
which are published here (meaning our 
complacent morning and evening: contem- 
poraries) did not in any way ‘comment to 
my discredit; on the contrary, one of 
them showed that. it understood what I 
wished to say: The other. one (the 
Telesraph) 0 entice subscribers, for 
reasons which are not difficult to under- 
stand, has covered me with ‘impropriaties ;- 
but therecollection that-itnot long since said 
that Macaodid not containfive uprightmen 
isa consolationto me.”

there. Maybe Commodore Shafelde had seen 
through this, or maybe he wasafraid that at any 
moment another Chinese punboat should appear 
awith.a Chinese translation. of his famous open 
letter to Senator Sargent; anyhow, he considered 
the wisest thing was to leave the Chinese in 
the Jurchy and that the Chinese-—respectively 
Admiral ‘Ting, i Ma Wicn-chung, and the 
agents of the Chi erchants —after Commo- 
dore Shufeld’s departure, ‘did not succeed in 
what they wished te pet, is proved positively by 
the mavements of Ma Nien-chung, once at 
Tientsin and then at Renstian; and J think that 
to-day they are quite as far advanced as they 
were: before, and they will be even now further 
off, after the German treaty has been concluded 
with Corea. 

We have the “dog days” in Peking now, and 
the Ministers are all at their summer residences; 
and the Ministers of the Tsung-le-yamén are also 
taking: their usual summer, holidaya.-—Merenry.
